The Diamond Joe 
Packet Company will also abandon their 
wharfboat, The greatest apprehensions are 
entertained for the safety of 
Grave and MSnicarte levees, particu 
larly since the storm of this evening, which 
Was accompanied by a strong wind from the 
northwest. Experienced men believe the 
levees will be washed away, in which event 
a calamity will be the result.

The water in the Menominee River is higher 
now than ever before known excepting the 
high water in May, 1876. Then it was seven- 
ty two-inches above the ordinary low-water 
mark at the damsin this city. It is now 
about seventy inches and is steadily rising. 
About 3 o’clock this morning the huge log 
jam in the storage boom above the upper 
dam, containing nearly 300,000,000 feet of 
logs, moved so as to liberate the vast volume 
of water beyond the jam, and fears were en- 
tertained that the whole would sweep out 
into Green Bay, carrying railroad bridges, 
wagon bridges, and saw-mills with 
them. The water rose suddenly to 
upwards of eighty inches at the dams 
below and some of the houses and streets 
in the city below were inundated, but the 
jam settied, crowded together, and stopped 
the flow. There are two small islands in the 
storagé pond near the upper dam, and the 
logs have crowded to the bottom of the river 
against these islands and are packed into 
about two mules of river space, in some places 
fully thirty feet high above the surface of 
the water. Although the water is still rising 
and warm rains prevail all over the country 
traversed by the upper tributaries of the 
river where there is yet deep snow, yet it 
is thought that the log jam is secure, and 
higher water than ever before known is an- 
ticipated. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., May 11.—[Special.]—The 
river is in an ugly mood here and rising 
rapidly. The indications are that all the 
property in East St. Louis not confiscated by 
bondholders under a recent decision will be 
swept away by the rising flood. Telegrams 
from Canton and Alexandrid, Mo., state that 
the river has almost reached the flood stage 
of 1882, and that the railroad tracks are 
under water and the inhabitants are 
panicstricken at the outlook.

MEMBERS OF THE INFAMOUS QUAN- 
TRELL GANG MEET IN MISSOURL

They Coolly Talk Over the Bratal Butch- 
eries They Indulged in Under the Lead 
of {the Cut-Throat Guerrilla—An Ohio 
Editor Will Put It In a Book~Gray- 
Haired Men Who Gloat Over the Crimes 
of Twenty-five Years Ago. 


BLun Spries, Mo., May 11.—[{Special.]— 
A reunion that has no parallel in the history 


of the Civil War. ’ rem- 
nant of Quantrell’s guerrilla band, this 
is their first meeting since they quit cut- 
ting throats twenty-five years ago. The 
most notable person present is Mra. 
Caroline Quantrell, mother of the noted 
bandn. She 1s from Canal Dover, O., 
and is accompamed by W. W. Scott, the ed- 
itor of the Jron Valley Aeporter, who is en- 
gaged in collecting materials for a complete 
history of the great guerrilla. Mrs. Quantrell 
is a pleasant, sprightly old lady, 67 years of 
age. Of the officers of the band only Bill 


Gregg, the First-Lieutenant; whose career 


during the war wasas dark as Quantrell’s, 
is present. Among the officers living 
and absent are Cole Younger, Frank 
James, and George Shepherd. Among 
those on the ground who went with Quantrell 
from the beginning until his death are Wash 
Hollar, Warren Welch, and William Jones 
of Blue Springs; Hiram and John 
Hicks of Oak Grove; Andy J. „ L. E. 
Beck, John Koser, J. F. Gregg, uin Val- 
ley; Line Witchett ana George Wigginston 
of Lee’s Summit; William Hula, Little Blue; 
and John Graham of Lake City. 

The bloody raids of the band were all 
fought over today. The Lawrence massacre 
was coolly discussed, and one of the old 
guerrillas stated as a fact that Franklin Jones 
killed fifteen people with his revolvers in that 
raid. The program today consisted of dis- 
cussing the past and the reading of 
newspaper extracts concerning the career of 
Quantrell. Nearly all the old cutthroats 
claimed the bloody work of the band had 
been exaggerated. They acknowledged they 
shot down and murdered Union soldiers on 
every occasion, but denied killing women 
and children intentionally. Gregg said today 
that Andy Walker, son of Morgan Walker, 
was Quantrell’s first assistant in the State of 
Missouri. 

Quantrell came from Kansas with three 
men to steal slaves and stock and they visit- 
ed the farm of Martin Walker, a place on 
which were 100 horses and always a num- 
ber of slaves. Quantrell for some fancied 
wrong decided to betray his companions, 
whose names were Charley Ball, Henry Lip- 
sey, and Charlie Southwick. Ball had be- 
came the dread of the community, as the 
“ Peddler Spy.“ Quantrell and Andy Walker, 
assisted by one or two others, killed all three 
of the men and from that time forth were to- 
gether. » 

Gregg tells how Quantrell and his band 
first began the indiscriminate slaughter of 
citizens and soldiers. One morning while 
the band was camped on the Little Blue, near 
Independence, a St. Louis paper was brought 
in by one of the men and Quantrell read aloud 
from it a proclamation from Gen. Haileck 
outlawing the band and ordering the mem- 
bers to be shot or hung wherever found. 
The very next day a Union soldier was capt- 
ured and shot down by Quantrell, with the 
remark: “Halleck orders, but we draw 
blood.“ ; 

All the men deny that Quantrell carried a 


bisck flag. The bloodiest work was done iu 


the Western Missouri counties when the Fed- 
eral soldiers drove the guerrillas toward Ar- 
kansas. At that time George Shepherd was a 
lieutenant in the band. He was even worse 
than Quantrell, and was the only man in the 
command that Jesse James was afraid of. 
The guerrillas left a trail of blood 
Con- 
federate General Price ordered them shot 
when caught. Cole Younger was also a lead- 
ing member of the bana, and his brother 
Jim had just joined. George Shepherd will be 
remembered as the man who was hired by 
Kansas City authorities several years ago to 
kill Jesse James and Jim Cummings. The 
latter was the most expert horse-thief in the 
band, and his sole work was to keep the 
bandits in good horsefiesh. Some of the 
stories of his horse-thieving border on the 
marvelous. 

Nearly all the old guerrillas are now fairly 
well off and have settied down to be peacea- 
bie citizens. A portion of the band turned 
bank and train robbers after the war, and 
were always well cared for when they came 
here. It was this assistance rendered by 
members of the band who settled down in 
peaceful pursuits that gave Missour: the . un- 
enviable notoriety of years gone by. 

All the men agree that Jarnette was the 
most bloodthirsty bandit in the band, and 
the stories told of his murderous exploits are 
hair-raising in the extreme. He would 
sooner cut a throat than take a drink of 
whisky, as one of the old guerrillas put it. 
Jarnette is dead—in fact all the leaders ex- 
cept Frank James, Cole Younger, and George 
Shepherd are under the sod. Quantrell died 
in a Louisville hospital in 1865, and Bill An- 
derson, his rival in infamy, was killed by 
Federal troops in the northern portion of 
this State. 

Other members of the band who are 
known to be alive and were not present to- 
day are: Harrison Trow, Flannery and Tom 
Hultz, residing in Vernon County; John Mc- 
Corkie, Pettis County; Alien Parmer, 
Texas: Sam Constable, near Lee’s Summit;

AROUND THE WORLD. 


The Postman Delivered It Nine Days After 
It Was Mailed—-The Man Who Mailed It 
Was Somewhat Disgusted and Made

Mr. Judd sent for the men in charge of two 
divisions—the foreign mail and the stamp- 
ing.

The foreign mails man said the stamp 
“unmailable” had been put on because 
postal-cards were not admitted to the postal 
union, because Pekin was not in the treaty 
list as a postal station for United States mail, 
and because if all else had been proper 
it required 10 cents’ worth of stamps to send 
a letter round the world. 

Mr. Judd thought the writer had no equity. 
It was the duty of the department to seni 
mail by the most expeditious route. The 
rights of the public were curtailed at one end 
when the matter passed into the hands of 
the Government. They did not begin at the 
other end until the mail was delivered. The 
Government’s contracts with railroads, 
steamships, and star-route companies pro- 
vided hew mail should go. The matter was 
in the hands of one division of the Post- 
Office Department. Being thus a matter of 
contract, and subsequently of rule, even the 
President was powerless to direct a letter to 
be sent by any specific route. 

Perhaps the Government would not have 
been so stern had it known whata blow it 
was delivering to Constant Reader's con- 
fidence in his country’s institutions. Con- 
stant Reader had referred to the matter of 
postal development in the bosom of his fam- 
ily. He said he would send a postal-card 
round the world, and when it came back with 
its American, English, Aryan, Hindoo, and 
Chinese stamps on it should be mother’s 
souvenir of father’s genius.

Judge Tuley of this city made a serious 
mistake a few days ago when, rely.ng on a. 
precedent established by the Supreme, Court 
of Alabama, he hastily declared marriages 
contracted by negroes in a state of slavery 
illegal and the issue of such unions bastards. 
Ordinarily the question of the validity of a 
marriage must be determined by the law ex 
isting at the place where and the time when 
the parties entered or sought to enter the re- 
lation of husband and wife, but there are 
good and sufficient reasons why the ante- 
pellum slave code of Alabama, although now 
reaffirmed in part by the judiciary of that 
State, should not receive to any extent or 
degree the recognition of the courts of Ili- 
nois. 

To a certain extent the old slaveholders 
recognized and approved marriages among 
their slaves. The negroes were encouraged 
to formally solemnize marriages before 
magistrates or colored preachers and to live 
together afterwards in families. Many of 
the churches recognized these marriages as 
legitimate. Care was taken, however, that 
they should never receive the sanction of 
the civil laws of the Southern States, lest 
there should be an obstacle in the way when

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the owner desired to break up these families 
by selling the husband or wife, or auction- 
ing off the children. Negro men and women 
were permitted to assume the relation of 
husband and wife and live together in such 
authorized wedlock until it became the in- 
terest of the owner to sell one or the 
other, and they were also allowed the 
care and custody of their children until 
the master wanted them for the mar- 
ket. It was this accursed system of 
barbarism covering ownership, servitude, 
and marital degradation which President 
Lincoln’s Proclamation of Emancipation and 
the war amendments to the Constituwon 
aimed to tear up root and branch and utterly 
| annihilate; and it cannot de maintained that 
‘these great measures simply relieved the 
blacks from future slavery or secured them 
rights against prospective invasion while 
leaving the manumitted ruce to suffer 
through generations an outlawry flowing 
from the former bondage of their ancestors. 

Is it to be said that the Prociamation of 
Emancipation had no retroactive effect and 
could not legalize negro marriages contract- 
ed before its date? If so, it failed of one of 
its manifest purposes. President Lincoln in- 
» Corporated into and made part of his prelim- 
inary proclamation the act of July 17, 1862, 
declaring that slaves belonging to Rebels 
and escaping into the Union lines “shall be 
forever free of their servitude’’; and this 
can be interpreted only as meaning that they 
were to have an absolute release from all the 
disabilities and discriminations pertaining to 
their former condition. 

What was the value of emancipation and 
freedom if the freedmen were still left to 
bear and transmit to their posterity one of 
the most infamous wrongs ever perpetrated 
against them while held in bondage? What 
would this be but an extension of the maxim 
of slavery that “the chain follows the 
mother,” and a declaration that even in a 
state of alleged freedom the outlawry and 
bastardy of slavery descended both through 
the mother and father? If the slaves were 
to be “ forever free of their servitude” they 
must of necessity be released from every 
wrong and discrimination issumg out of 
slavery and resulting from their former con- 
dition. The Emancipation Proclamation 
will bear no other interpretation. 

All the war amendments to the Constitu- 
tion must be taken together and read in the 
light one throws on another. While the 
thirteenth amendment simply abolished in- 
voluntary servitude the fourteenth made 
negroes citizens entitled to the “equal pro- 
tection of the laws,” and the, fifteenth pro- 
hibitea any abridgment of the right of suf- 
frage on account of “ race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude.’ Yet according to 
the doctrine of the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama, indorsed by Judge Tuley, negroes may 
lawfully be denied the “equal protection of 
the laws,” discriminated against on account 
of their previous condition of servitude, ” 
and their issue bastardized where that of 
whites would be legitimate. 

Manifestly the intent of the Emancipation 
Proclamation and of the war amendments 
was not only to free the negroes from fur- 
ther involuntary servitude but to relieve 
them from ail legal disabilities resulting 
from their former condition as bondmen. 

Judge Tuley’s recent ruling was rade 
simply as an incident in the hurry of an ordi- 
nary trial, without hearing argument or mak- 
ing investigation, and he hastily assumed 
that the Alabama decision was authoritative 
and binding on Illinois courts. On further 
investigation he will find that the interpreta- 
tion which Tun Trisune gives to the Procla- 
mation of Emancipation and the war amend- 
ments was, so far as the marriage relations 
of the negroes were concerned, voluntarily 
accepted by many of the Southern States 
even before reconstruction or the “ carpet- 
bag era.” Alabama is entitled simply to the 
distinction of seeking to perpetuate an 
infamy which many of the other slave 
States quickly abandoned after the war. 
In 1865-66, while Southern Legislatures were 
in control of former slaveholders, acts legal- 
izing slave marriages were adopted in a num- 
ber of the old slave States. Even Mississippi, 
as early as 1865, incorporated in the local 
statutes a declaration that an freedmen, 
“free negroes, and mulattoes who do now 
“and have heretofore lived and cohabited 
“together as husband and wife shall be 
“taken and held in law as legally 
“married and the issue shall be taken 
“and held as legitimate for all pur- 
“poses.” This and other like statutes 
adopted in many of the Southern States were 
simply declaratory of the change already 
wrought by the Emancipation Proclamation 
and the war amendments to the Constitution. 
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If the case so hastily decided by 
it sho 


nificance at this time; 
et the abuses which have steadily grown 
since our adoption of the ‘spoils’ system are 
too strongly intrenched to be entirely dis- 
lodged, their worst tendencies must and can 
be resisted. . . A people whose moder- 
ation and self-control are such as were ex- 
hibited [during the war] by the loyal and 
liberty-loving peopie of our land will not al- 
low our institutions to perish from purely 
functional disorders. . The honest 
and industrious elements of our society are 
patient and long suffering; the demagogs 
may and do abuse their confidence, but they 
have almost an instinctive sense of real dan- 
ger, and when the crisis comes they will as- 
sert themselves as they did in 1861.” 

And here is another striking passage: 

„Mere tricksters with no proper notions of 
social or political duty aspire to office, ex- 
pecting if successful to get rich in the short- 
est possible time by plundering the public. 
It is not surprising that men of this class do 
not shrink from crimes like bribery, forgery, 
and perjury in the accomplishment of their 
ends. To their minds the best leaders of a 
party are those politicians who believe that a 
conscience is out of place in politics. If the 
horrors of anarchy are tobe avoided the 
elective franchise must be sacredly guarded. 
Men who care for the honor and safety of 


the country must not be deterred from waging | 


determined and unrelenting war against 
those who attempt todefraud the popular 
will.” ’ 

Many equally pertinent passages could be 
quoted. The whole address bears the im- 
press of a cultivated, thoughtful, statesman- 
like mind and of a courageous, manly, and 
sincere nature instinct with patriotism and 
with trust in the integrity and soundness of 
the masses of his countrymen. Itis worthy 
of the most careful perusal, as refiecting a 
flood of light from the character of mind of 
the man who seems destined next to fill the 
Executive chair of the great Republic. 

THE NEW YORK PLEA AGAINST THE 
RAILROADS. 

It was reported in Taz Tumor yesterday 
that the New York Produce Exchange has 
filed formal charges with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission against a large num- 
ber of railroads, the list inciuding practic- 
ally every line doing business between the 
Hast and West. It is claimed that for the 
last thirteen months, or nearly ever since 
the Inter-State Commerce act went into 
force, the railroads have professed to main- 
tain joint rates and classifications between 
Chicago and New York, and have used their 
schedules to the disadvantage of merchants 
doing business in the latter city. It is 
charged that the railroads have been guilty 
of unjust discrimination, in that they 
have notoriously allowed to a large number 
of persons special rates, rebates, and draw- 
backs,” etc. And this general charge is em- 
phasized by the more aefinit statement that 
the defendants have charged 83 cents per 100 
pounds for the carrying of certain articies 
when consigned to merchants at the sea- 
board, while tliey have accepted 19 cents for 
the same service when the property was de- 
liyered to steamship. companies for export. 
The complainants allege that the injustice 


has become so notorious that net rates to for- 


eign ports have become lower than to New 
York. 

This is a showing that is at once terrible 
and pitiable, with the addition of being true. 
As understood here it needs an additional 
statement to make it complete. That addi- 
tion is that the committee charged with the 
investigation of the facts and formulation 
of the charges compares secret rates to 
favored individuals of firms in the West 
with those openly quoted to New York mer- 
chants. There is reason to believe that a 
few parties on the seaboard as well as in the 
West are permitted to ship produce and other 
merchandise at the low rates named in the 
complaint, while the general public 1s re- 
quired to pay nearly twice as much for the 
same amount of service, or not have it per- 
formed at all. Chicago shippers of grain have 
complained but a little less loudly of similar 
enormities all last winter. The sending of 
grain eastward was limited to a few firms in 
this and other Western cities, while the 
great mass had to stand idly by, unabie to 
pay the prices asked for the stuff, and foot 
the bills for transportation at full tariff rates 
without the advantage of a rebate paid over 
afterwards, or of the cheat whereby some 
were aliowed to underbill shipments at little 
more than 50 per cent of the actual quan- 
tity moved. The New York men rightly 
charge that they have been discriminated 
against outrageously by the railroads, but 
they err in alleging a discrimination in favor 


‘of Chicago,‘ or Minneapolis, or elsewhere.

You 
must remember, too, that the men who married 
Indian women in those days up here were men 
in every sense of the word, not brutes and rene- 
gades like the ‘squaw men’ of whom you read in

New York, May 11.—|Special.]—This 
week’s issue of Bradstreet’s says: The East- 
ern pig-iron markets have been dull during 
the week, with no special change in prices 
or demand, except that the downward tend- 
enucy to quotations has not been checked. 
Southern furnaces are doing well; many are 
oversold two to four months, and severai ad- 
ditional large Western and a few small 
Eastern orders were secured this week. 
Eastern Pennsylvania pig-iron quotations 
are: For Southern No. 
$18.50, at Philadelphia; 
gray forge, $16; standard Pennsyl- 
vania No. 1, foundry, at tidewater 818; 
No. 2, $18. Bar-iron is more active and nails 
move still more freeiy as building operations 
expand. There is more inquiry for fiat, 
tank, and structural iron, though the general 
iron trade does not admit that the improve- 
ment will be permanent. 

The impression is general, so far as it is 
worth noting, that there will be greater ac- 
tivity in the iron trade in the summer months, 
but the only basis for this belief is that de- 
mand and production have been curtailed 
for months and prices have in most branches 
of the iron trade gone down to cost. 
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Copper has been rather more active this 
week at the range of 16.40c to 16.000 per 
pound for lake ingot in this market,’ The re- 
porting Lake Superior mines 4,168 
tons in A and 15,398 tons in the first four 
months of the year.

MISFITS IN NAVAL ARMOR. 


The Piates Ordered for One of the Monitors 
Do Not Cover Her. 

New York, May 11.—[Special.]—All sorts 
of things have been troubling the attenuat- 
ed huiks constituting the United States navy. 

At least that is what is 
the matter now with the d@énublé-turréted mon- 
itor Miantonomah, which has cost thousands 
of dollars and en bother ever since she 
was tied up at the Brooklyn Navy Yard three 
years ago. Not-long ago the Navy Depart- 
ment, intending to patch up the ancient 
relic, ordered an entire set of steel 
armor plates to be made for her 
in England.

Private Joe came out of the army a tall, 
gaunt, tanned, awkward, almost uncoutn 
young man of 24. He didn’t have much of 
anything besides a few old clothes, a good 
constitution, a body which had been pierced 
by a minie ball, and $165in money saved 
out of his pay. The best thing he had was 
an ambition. Joe came up from the South 
more than ever determined to be somebody. 
Though .at an age when most men have 
finished their college course, and with but an 
indifferent foundation for an education laid 
in the-desuliory fashion of the district 
school, he saw that if he was to be anybody 


near the present stately residence of Dr. 
Hill, he rented about the cheapest room he 
could find in town, and there he and his 
ounger brother John, whose education Joe 
generously undertaken, “* boarded them- 
selves ” and began their studies. For four 
years Fifer continued this life, and his strue- 
gie to make his way through co and fit 
himself for a profession was one which called 
forth a higher order of courage than the ex- 
periences of battiefield and mo ag 
When Joe started in,” said L. H. Kerrick, 
Esq., who was for a time a partver in this 
bachelor boarding-house, ne had about the 
smallest housekeeping outfit I ever saw a 
man get along with. He had an old coffee- 
pot, a rubber bianket, a woolen bianket, 
and that was about all. He looked just like 
a boy, and I think he wis‘ied to be thought 
younger than he was, being a little ashamed 
that at his age he was just beginning to climb 
the educational ladder, though under the 
circumstances there a was no reason 
why he shouldbe. He studied in his room for 
a month or two, and joined the class in Wes- 
leyan University the ist of January, 1865. 
He wasn’t a bri t student, being neither 
at the head nor the foot of his class. At 
first he had great difficulty in bringing his 
mind inte proper discipline, which was not 
to be wondered at considering the life he had 
been leading. But he was conscientious and 
earnest in all his work. I think earnestness 
was his most striking characteristic. It was 
common taik in school that Joe Fifer was in 
dead earnest about getting an education. He 
took the intermediate course—‘elective scien- 
tific’ it was called—embracing all the scien- 
ces, Latin, and German. Joe studied hard. 
„He and his brother lived on $2.50 a week. 
They didn’t live that way because they pre- 
ferred it, nor because they were satingy, but 
because it was an absolute necessity. Joe's 
capital was small and he had no income. His 
father was unable to “5 him, and, besides, 
Joe had his brother John to take care of. 


John's bealth failed and he was unable to 


work, but Joe stuck to him and kept him in 
school. Joe was great on coffee. 6 almost 
lived on it, As a cook he wasn’t a great suc- 
cess.

Fifer conducted the 
prosecution so skilifully that the culprit, 
against whom there was nothing but circum- 
atantial evidence, went to Joliet on a thirty- 
four years’ sentence.

BRAZILIAN RAILROAD BUILDING, 


An Immense Syndicate Formed to Con- 
struct a Line in South America. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 1L—A dispatch 
from Ottawa, Ont., to a New York paper 
states a syndicate headed by J. J. C. Abbott, 
member of the Dominion Ministry, command- 
ing capital to the extent of §100,000,000, has 
been formed to undertake railway work in 
Brazil. It is learned here that such asyndic- 
ate has been formed, composed of leading 
New York bankers and merchants and repre- 
sentative New England capitalists. with some 
of the principal Canadian Pacific capital- 
ists. Itis stated that concessions, subsidies, 
and contracts have been obtained from the 
Government of Brazil of enormous value, and 
that the first undertaking of the syndica te 
will be the establishment of a transportation 
une from the Port of Para, Brazil, 100 miles 
from the southern mouth of the Amazon, 
by the Tocantins, Araguay, and Vermelho 
Rivers to the City of Goyaz. The Tocantins 
is navigable by large steamers for about 250 
miles from Para, and then is obstructed by 
a series of rapids for about seventy miles. A 
line of railroad is to be built around thése 
rapids, and more than 2.500 miles of naviga- 
tion established on the Upper Tocantins and 
its t tmbutaries, and southern ports 
of Goyaz Province brought into direct con- 
nection with Para. It is said that land 
grants have been made by the Government 
and money voted for colonization on a grand 
scale.
